Mo- 
hammedans hae no music at their ser- 
vices, and are seriously disturbed when 
interrupted by musical sounds. 


In 18S1. the government permitted 


reconstruction of a rnosque within the 
Hindu quarters, with the distinct urf- 
derstandingr that the 
Mohammedans 


should on no account object to pro- 
cessions with ' music passing in front 
thereof. The Mohammedans now con- 
tend that since jnusic was never play- 
ed before this mosque from 18S2 to al- 
most the present time, 
permission 


should always be disallowed for pro- 
cessions with music in that place The 
Hindus, on the other hand, have been

streets, absolutely without restrictions.

W. M. Ball, husband of the negro's 
victim, and several other members of 
the mob practically had been dissuad- 
ed by Sheriff A L- Corder from inter-

into the prison and carried, off the 
negro. 


He did not accompany the mob to
